■' Tlio 'genera! rule Is sound that .a new 
.fettato ^Blionld 'nott,he recogHlzod ns Inde- 
pendent till .It, has shown Its ability to 
m ninth In Its In'depepdcilce, Hut there "nre 
excejitlbus, .and this was one of them'.- 
Our departure from the' rule was justi- 
fied by three reasons— viz., our treaty 
rightal otirbntionnt Interests and safety, 
and Hie Interests of collective civilization. 
After^dleeusslug these reasons lu" elab- 
orate* detail, the President enys; 

"In my opinion no disinterested and 
fair-minded ohsorvcr acquainted with 
the circumstances can fail to feel thnt 
Panama had tlio amplest justification for 
separatloii from Colombia under tho coa- 
ditions existing, and moreover thnt Ita 
action was In the. highest degree, beno"-.

"Under the Hny-Pnuncofoto treaty," the 
mewtnge con Unties, "It wm explicitly pro- 
vided that- the United States should con- 
trol, police and protect the canal which 
was to be built, keeping It open for the 
vessels of all nation? on equal terms.-. Tho 
"United States thus npsiinied the position of 
guarantor of the ennal and of.lt» peaceful 
use by nil the world.- The guaranty In- 
cluded ns it mutter of course the building 
of the canal." 

Then follows an elaborate defense of tho 
Hay-llcrrnn- treaty, showing that It erred 
on tbe side of overficneroslty to Colombia, 
nnd that It was. Indeed, bo fine n thing for 
Colombia that- "after having rejected the 
treaty lu spite of our protests nnd warn- 
ings when It was In her power to nccopt It, 
Colombia Una since shown tho -utmost eager- 
ness to accept the same treaty If only the 
status quo could he restored.',' ' Then fol- 
lows a significant rent once. "1 pass by 
the question as to what, assurance we lmvo 
thnt they would now Icccrt their pledge 
and ni-t again refuse lo ratify the treaty 
If the/ .had the power, for, of course, I. 
will not for one moment discuss the possi- 
bility of the United States committing an 
net *of such bnscuenH ns to abandon the 
new republic ot l'annmn." # 

Antlclpntlne tlie Kg volution. 
Now the message shows that It is- no 
longer possible, under existing legislation, 
to consider constructing, the canal on Hie 
Nlcnrngunn route, It must he Pannmn or 
nothing. Such, being the case, when It be- 
came apparent that Colombia was not go. 
Inc lo ratify the treaty, the rresldent In- 
tended "to consult the Congress na to 
whether * • • It would not be proper 
to announce that the cnnnl wna to he dug 
forthwith; that we would give the terms 
that we had offered nnd no others; nnd 
that lr aueh terms wero not agreed lo wo 
would enter Into nn arrangement with Pan- 
ama direct, or take what Other steps wore 
needful In order to lir-aln Ibc ehterprlao." 
Tho revolution In Panama, of course, 
made thin unncoessnry, Imt the point Is 
that, revolution or no revolution, tho Presi- 
dent was prepared lo talte micti net ton. 
This fact, as. the Provident hint", Is proof 
presumptive thnt the administration had no 
hand In bringing the involution about. He 
says thnt, of course, the gorermnent had 
knowledge or the stntc of feeling In Pana- 
ma, hat that of the plans fur n revolution 
It had no Information that was not pro- 
cured by tlie newspapers nnd was, there- 
fore, n matter of common notoriety. Here 
como mimeroiiH el tint Inns of newspaper dis- 
patches, published Jn August, Beptemlier 
and October, nil announcing (tint revolu- 
tion was nt hand.

More the messhfte discusses the treaty of 
lSJtl, B bowing. that under Its provisions -the 
United States was In duty bound to main- 
tain free ''mid ^uninterrupted .transit across 
the Isthmus, hut "he -disclaimed any duty 
to defend - tho Columbian government 
against domestic .Inmirrcetlon or against 
the erection of na Independent government 
on the isthmus of Panama."

says the message, "that the United States, 
Instead of using Its forces to destroy those 
who. sought to uinkc tho cngngcniuutH of 
the treaty a reality, recognized them ns the 
proper custodians of the sovereignly of the 
1st bums.
